cian skilled at dodging, hedging,

Dow Chemical company, the 
object of many recent anti-war 
demonstrations because of its 
manufacturing of napalm, is not 
recruiting on campus as was 
previously announced, 

Although Dow has been physi- 
eally barred from recruiting on 
many college and university cam- 
puses, this was not the case at 
SSC according to Placement Of- 
fice Director Willis Black: ‘‘Dow 
is interested in talking to 
chemistry majors... we didn’t 
have enough sign up to warrant 
the Dow recruiters sitting around 
on campus all day,’’ 

As a result, interested stu-

The Yorty conference went 
from farce to worse. Raimun- 
do’s question proved the only 
probing, specific question, the 
only query demanding a com- 
mittment, 


In some instances, Yorty used 
insipid questions as a launching 
pad for relevant statements, A 
delegate asked, ‘‘How do you feel 
about the President’s Commis- 
sion on Civil Disorders’ report?’’ 
After the mayor toyed with the 
question, he stated he expects 
a ‘‘relativeiy quiet long, hot sum- 
mer in Watts this year.”’ 


But in retrospect, Yorty’s 
comments about the Presi- 
dential race are worth noting, 
in light of President Johnson’s 
withdrawai from the race Sun- 
day. 

Yorty made two observations 
~— 1, That the candidacies of 
Senators Eugene McCarthy and 
Robert Kennedy would split 
asunder the Democratic Party. 


2. That the only way the North 
Vietnmamese could expect the 
United States to stop the bombing 
of North Vietnam would be to 
come to the conference table. 


Johnson’s withdrawal! and war 
de-escalation made a thorough 
shambles of both Yorty-isms, 
But that sheds some light on 
the mayor’s nickname, The press 
doesn’t call him ‘‘Maverick Sam’”’ 
for nothing.

Political Move? 


Sunday night President Johnson went before the nation in what 
at first seemed to be an unequaled public appearance by the President 
since his ascendency to the top office in 1963. Never before has 
Johnson presented a more concerted effort at an improved public 
image. Never before has he appeared more genuinely interested 
in maintaining the unity of the American people. Never before has 
the usually rough-honed Texan more concertedly guided his style 
of speech and presentation toward being more nearly like the presen- 
tation styles of presidential hopefuls Robert Kennedy and Eugene 
McCarthy. 

And never since the President sent the first U.S. combat troops 
into South Vietnam in October, 1965, has he previously drastically 
altered his original positions on the handling of the war, However, 
never before has Johnson’s war policies been opposed so heatedly 
and openly as within the last six days. 

Drawing from the above, it appeared for the first 35 minutes 
of the President’s report that his reassertion of the national goals 
of this country and his modifications of his Vietnam policies were 
merely reflecting a necessary changing position of the President 
in his bid for renomination, 

That is why the President’s announcement that he would not seek. 
nor accept his party’s nomination astounded even the closest watchers 
of the political situation. 

Johnson supporters, after jubilating over the President’s remark- 
ably well developed new public image, and party professionals, after 
already discussing plans for new popularity polls, were probably 
most shaken by the announcement, 

Supporters of Kennedy, McCarthy and Richard Nixon, also shocked 
must now sit back and evaluate the ramifications of the President’s 
words and his actions in the following months. 

Some view the President’s announcement as a political move on 
his part to climb into the upper levels of the popularity polls and that, 
despite his firm position in regards to the self-imposed ‘‘irrevoca- 
bility’’ of his statement, that he will indeed be available for draft by 
the nominating convention in Chicago, 

Johnson, in 1959, stated repeatedly that under no circumstance 
would he accept the bid for the Vice-Presidential spot. That, too, was 
supposedly an irrevocable stand by L.B.J, 

Others believe the President had no other choice, especially after 
Kennedy’s surprise showing in California two weeks ago andasa 
result of McCarthy’s polling power in New Hampshire, 

But the majority of Americans must await further statements and 
actions from the White House before passing any significant judgment, 

The President’s present stand and this year’s unexpected entries 
into and withdrawals out of the ring by presidential hopefuls, all goes 
to point out the uncertainty not only in the minds of the American 
public, but also of this nation’s top politicians, 

What will be the outcome of the President’s report is only as certain 
as what CAN be the outcome, And what CAN be the outcome is as 
widely open now as never before.

‘‘Pure poetry is pure experi- 
ment,” said George Santayana 
in ‘‘Reason in Art,’’ adding, ‘‘and 
it is not strange that nine-tenths 
of it should be pure failure,’’ 

The poems in ‘‘Hoof and 
Mouth,’’ a semesterly ‘‘literary’’ 
magazine appearing for the first 
time this semester, do not actual- 
ly have such a large casualty 
rate, but it is large enough to 
bring those words to mind. 


A larger number of the poems 
fortunately, are honest strivings 
of honest young poets indevelop- 
ment, Often sentimentai, often 
outraged, these writers enable 
us to see reflections of life 
while reflecting on the growth 
of the artist: they make one 
eager to watch that growth, 

As always poems of excel- 
lence are fewest and hardest 
to find, but they are there, Sud- 
denly and unexpectedly, these 
rarities leap at the rader, shock 
him with life, sweep him up in 
imagery, associations, emotions 
perceptions, and experience. The 


few poems of this kind are the 
hallmark of this magazine. They 
should — and will — be read 
and saved, 

The first edition of ‘‘Hoof 
and Mouth’ has a lot of near 
poetry and a little sheer poetry. 
It offers (as the title indicates) 
some human communication of 
our less than human sensibilities 
and feelings for experience, Gary 
Thompson (editor of and con-

Irvine Senate 
Creates Schools 


Irvine, Calif, —U,.P.)—The 
College of Arts, Letters and 
science has been abolished at the 
University of Caiifornia, Irvine, 
and its academic divisions have 
been redesignated as schools. 

The action taken by the UC 
board of regents formalizes what 
has been administrative practice 
for several years, according to 
Chancellor Daniel G. Aldrich, 
Jr. 

Formerly cailed ‘‘divisions’’ 
of the college, the major liberal 
arts disciplines at UCI now are 
designated as the School of Bio- 
logical Sciences, the School of 
Fine Arts, the School of Hu- 
manities, the Scho! of Physical 
Sciences and the School of So- 
cial Sciences, 


Chancellor Aldrich said the 
regental action was taken as a 
result of a formal recommenda- 
tion by the UCI Academic Senate. 
The position of dean of the Col- 
lege of Arts, Letters andSciences 
has been left unfilled since the 
campus opened and the faculty 
and administration agreed that 
it was unnecessary. 


Left unchanged are the names 
of professional programs pre- 
sently in operation at UCI, These 
are the School of Engineering, 
the Graduate Schoo! of Admin- 
istration and the California Col- 
lege of Medicine. 


‘The organization of the li- 
beral arts into school of broad- 
ly related disciplines has several 
purposes which affect the student, 
It tends to help avoid narrow 
specialization too early in the 
student’s academic career, yet 
it gives him an area of study 
with which he can identify him- 
self,’’ Aldrich said, 


Hearings regarding the Fisher 
Bill and teacher credentialing, 
will be held by the Joint Com- 
mittee on Teacher Credentialing 
Practices April 8 and 9 at San 
Francisco State College. The 
hearings will be in Humanities, 
Language, and Literature 135 
beginning at 10:00 a.m, each day. 


The committee’s concern is to 
lessen problem areas in the 
existing credentialing process in 
California. It is hoped that the 
committee will receive views of 
a broad cross section of persons 
involved with elementary, secon- 
dary, and junior college teaching 
in California. 

The long range goal of the 
committee is to improve, simpli- 
fy, and stabilize existing proce- 
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dures without sacrificing those 
gains made by the Fisher Bill. 

Witnesses at these first hear- 
ings will be asked to limit their 
testimony to the identification of 
general problem areas. Testi- 
mony on isolated problems, with- 
out general applicability, will not 
be considered during this initial 
assessment period. 

Those wishing to testify in 
person should contact the com- 
mittee office in Sacramento no 
later than March 29 to permit 
preparation of the agenda. In- 
terested parties who wil! be un- 
able to attend the hearings are 
encouraged to submit written 
statements for committee con- 
sideration. Subsequent hearings 
are tentatively scheduled for 


May, 1968 in Southern California.

Stanford Researcher 
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Educational Freedom 
Promotes Learning 


Palo Alto, Calif, (1.P.)—Col- 
leges should capitalize on 
the diversity of their students’ in- 
terests and talents by offering a 
wider range of educational alter- 
natives and more freedom to 
choose among them, a Stanford 
researcher believes, 

In so doing, individual] learning 
and institutional reform both may 
be greatly enhanced, according to 
Joseph Katz (Ph.D,) of the Insti- 
tute for the Study of Human Prob- 
lems. His conclusions are based 
on a four-year study of student 
development at Stanford and the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, financed by the Dan- 
forth Foundation and the U,S, 
Office of Education. 

In brief, the study suggests 
that colleges should: 

1, Develop personal profiles of 
each student on admission, 
working with him to set individual 
edu. ational goals; 

2, Seek stronger links between 
academic courses, extracur- 
ricular activities, such as 
tytoring and off campus service, 
such as the Peace Corps: 

3. Appoint ‘‘auxiliary faculty” 
from professions in the sur- 
rourfding community to expose 
undergraduates toa wider variety 
of adults and increase the number 
of teachers; 

4. Consider having students 
teach college classes under pro- 
fessional supervision; 

5. Introduce these and 
changes on a relatively smal! 
seale, experimental! basis, 
proviaing time for their eval- 
uation before any major re- 
visions, 

A direct outgrowth of the 
Mellon Foundation research 
program at Vassar College, the 
Study also is based on tests and 
Questionnaire data from over 
3,000 members of the Class of 
1965, Findings are summarized 
in a 666-page report on‘‘Growth 
and Constraint in College 
Students,’’ 


The study showed most under - 
graduates at Stanford and 
Berkeley are primarily con- 
cerned with their own personal 
development. ‘‘For most stu- 
sents, the academic offerings of 
college do not connect adequately 
with their own persona! motiva- 
tions,’’ the author comments, 
This thwarts personal involve- 
ment in intellectual inquiry.

Moreover, many students ‘‘do 
not learn adequately to connect 
their reasoning capacities with 
problems they face in their own 
development, ’’ he adds, Major 
life decisions, including choice of 
careers and marriage pertners, 
often are made by defauit, 


‘Educational planning must 
begin with the recognition that 
students differ greatly fromeach 
other not only in ability and in- 
terests butalsointheir purposes 
learning styies, backgrounds, and 
personaitities, Cc olleges have not 
sufficientiy linked these varied 
Styles and approaches to their 
educationa! tasks,’’ 


In the classroom, he suggests, 
colleges might offer students the 
option of having the same subject 
matter two ways -—— one em- 
phasizing lectures, the other stu- 
dent discussion, for example, 
Students also could be given a 


choice of letter grades ora 
“‘pass-fail’’ system, Self selec- 
tion, raiher than tests, would be 
a reliable means of sorting 
“‘active’’ and ‘‘passive’’ students 

lie believes colleges should 
direct their best resources and 
people to the freshman year, 


‘Those freshmen who fee! ready 


to assume independence, even if 
it seems a brash independence, 
ought to be given it, with the ex- 
pectation that they will confront 
themselves and will be confronted 
with the consequences of mis- 
taken choices. 


‘‘Part of the present problem 
with the freshman year is that the 
student is faced with academic 
values that are out of keeping 
with his status as an adolescent. 
The University is dedicated to 
careful, sometimes rather tidily 
limited, search for evidence and 
carefully designed concep- 
tuaiization, 

‘The freshman is much less 
a theoretical person than he is 
an ideological one. He likes to 
work with great ideas, com- 
prehensive in scope, and his ideas 
are closely related to his own 
emotions, confusions and grop- 
ings.

Why Not ? 


It is no secret that ‘‘men of 
brilliance, energy, and imagina- 
tion are not often attracted to 
college teaching,’’ (C. Wright 
Mills in ‘‘White Collar’’), Why 
should they be? The pay is low, 
the student-teacher ratio and 
teaching load is high, “academic 
freedom’’ and due process are 
tenuous rights at best; office 
space and equipment; secretar- 
ial time, lab equipment, and 
library collections are scarce. 

But even more important, the 
vulgar, anti-intellectual Phili- 
stines and Babbitts who are “on 
the make’’ politically -— the Rea- 
gans, Raffertys and Wallaces — 
are quick to cut education bud- 
gets, propose tuition, fire Clark 
Kerr, shove education back to 
the “little red school-house’’ 
era, and stir the lateni anti- 
intellectual sentiment in this 
country for quick political gain, 

Strong and militant facuity 
organization is clearly part of 
the solution to these problems 
that plague education today. 
Socialists feel that all public 
employees have the right to or- 
ganize and strike if necessary. 
High School teachers are be- 
coming aware of this necessity. 
They have struck in New York 
(again), Pittsburgh, Chicago, 
Florida, San Francisco (to name 
only a few places) to demand 
the right to bargain collectively 
for better teaching conditions. 

But many teachers remain 
true to the Platonic ideal and 
shun organized action. The Pro- 
fessor, in particular, often 
scorns colleagues who “com- 
promise their purity’ in the 
dirty game of politics by joining 
AFT, They cry that unionization 
is ‘unprofessional’. How much 
longer will professors remain 
so quixotic? 

Professions characteristical- 
ly set their own standards of 
competence and fees. Yet faculty 
in the California State Colleges 
and Universities have little real 
power to demand the salaries 
and allocations needed to recruit 
good teachers and maintain high 
Standards. ‘“Professional’’ 
standards are not prevailing! 

Why haven’t California Pro- 
fessors unionized to demand a 
say in the decisions which affect 
their work situations, which af- 
fect their careers, and which 
certainly affect their profes- 
sions? Various social critics 
contend that faculties comprise: 
1) the meek, who lack the courage 
to protect their autonomy, 2) the 
obtuse, who are not astute enough 
to determine what, in fact, their 
interests really are, or 3) those 
too concerned with furthering 
their careers to bother with is- 
sues in which time and personal 
risk are involved. Some simply 
say Professors are “spineless.” 


To me, most of these answers 
seem oversimple. The fact that 
Professors have chosen teaching 
as a career reflects a dedication 
to education which must be no 
less than that of us Democratic 
Socialists. We feel that free, 
high-quality public education is 
a basic right that all people 
Should enjoy. However, this 
Standard will not exist without 
the growth of vital faculty organ- 
ization, Only the strength of those 
most committed to universal free 
education will protect this bene- 
fit and guarantee high standards 
as well, 


One explanation for the low 
degree of unionization of Pro- 
fessors may lie with a genera! 
4anti-union bias. (It is fashion- 
able these days among the mid- 
dle class, and especially the 


OO Oe eee eee Sea a Ss 


*“*new middle class’”’ to rail the 


greedy, plebian and declasse 
working class who fight through 
unionization for a better standard 
of living for themselves.) But 
while Professors scorn working 
class unions, plumbers, electri- 
cians and other working men re- 
ceive better pay and re bene- 
fits than teachers because of 
unionization. Most important — 
these working class people have 
more control over their occupa- 
tions through unions than the 
teacher has over academia. 

Possibly the late C. Wright 
Mills, himself a Professor, can 
help us to understand why power 
in the academic community is 
so fragmented and why many 
teachers have yet to organize. 
Mills says thatas a group, Amer- 
ican professors have seldom if 
ever been politically engaged. 
He says their apolitical profes- 
Sional ideology has reduced by 
sheer atrophy their ability even 
to grasp politica) problems. To 
quote Millis: ‘‘The American 
university system seldom pro- 
vides political training —- that 
is, how to gauge what is going 
on in the general struggle for 
power in modern society.”’ 

But no matter what Governor 
Reagan may say, the struggle 
today over educational policies 
and standards is a political 
struggle. And make no mistake 
— in politics superior intellect 
is not the cutting edge — power 
is. And power inheres in social 
organization. As Crane Brinton 
has so clearly demonstrated in 
*“‘The Anatomy of Revolution’’ 
intellectuals (Professors, teach- 
ers and students alike) attain 
true power only when they 
**transfer their allegiance to an 
existing group, party, or cause 
directed against an existing gov- 
ernment.’’ The AFT and the YPSL 
are two such organizations, 
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Ales: ‘“‘Stanyan Street and 
Other Sorrows” $3.95
